Report. of School Board 


Year Ending August 31, 1918 


REMARKS 


The responsibilities of your school board cover a larger 
sphere than is ordinarily thought; but the responsibilities of 
parents are not upon their shoulders. They are, among 
other duties, entrusted with the by no means, pleasant du- 
ty of hearing complaints. But, when the schoolroom and 
its management is concerned, the continued utterance of 
community displeasure becomes to teachers and pupils an 
unprofitable monotony. If the work of the teacher does 
not satisfy, discuss the matter with her, not the Board. 


It is a question with the Board as to whether parents 
realize that state money is granted on basis of attendance. 
To be sure, the epidemic this year has affected attendance, 
but in some districts there is a chance for improvement. 
Parents ought to value the education of children sufficient- 
ly to give this attendance matter interested attention. 


The Board has had considerable difficulty in finding 
out, during the summer months, the pupils who are to at 
tend high schools or academies the following fall and win- 
ter. State law requires that parents shall notify the schoo! 
board in advance. 


Children may be truthful, but not of mature judgment, 
therefore do not take their reports of school work. Visit 
the school when it is in session and see for yourself.

Superintendent’s Report. 


T'o the School Board of Weare; 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report as superin- 
tendent of Weare schools. 


The work of the schools this year has been greatly re- 
tarded as a result of the many cases of sickness. Classes 
have been badly broken by absences and, in consequence, 
the work of the teachers made more difficult. Most clas- 
ses, at the present time, are behind their scheduled work, 
but probably will be able to complete their full schedule by 
June next, if lost time is made up. 

Weare has a corps of teachers that are well up to the 
average of the present time; pupils of good average ability; 
a good supply of maps, books, etc.; guod financial support 
from its citizens is given the schools. All these things 
help tremendously in school development, and will be 
needed in greater degree in the future. 

There never was a time when education was receiving 
so much attention, the whole country over, as now. It will 
receive more attention in the years to come than ever be- 
fore. More money will necessarily be required for educa- 
tional work than formerly, if the schools are.to do the work 
that the state and nation will expect. 

The war, in large part, is responsible for the present 
evolution taking place in educational matters. The war 
has clearly shown the real essentials of the American 
schools, and has as clearly disclosed many non-essentials. 
The lessons taught by the war should be profited by, and 
we should begin at once. 
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The future will call for better teachers, prepared for 
teaching, with boarding places or homes that shall make 
these teachers contented to remain in places assigned them. 
They cannot be efficient teachers if they are discontented. 
There must be offered the boys and girls in the schools 
something that shall make them more than mere machines in 
use of figures, parts of speach, histrical dates, and geograph- 
ical locations. There must be given them that, which shall 
make them able to do something for themselves, to be 
worth something to their town, state and nation as produc. 
tive citizens, andeto meet the requirements of their country 
in a Crisis, whenever that crisis comes. 

This means considerable reorganization of our present 
schools. At the present writing the state has before its 
legislature a progressive educational measure. If it shall 
pass, it will be the beginning of greater and better things 
for education in New Hampshire. If it does not pass now, 
it surely will later. The times demand it. It will come. 
It will do no harm if we anticipate some of its provisions. 

Citizens must become more interested in the schools. 
A passive interest is better than none, but it does not spur 
any one to real accoinplishment. You, as a School Board, 
will be glad to make the schools of Weare al] that actively 
interested citizenship demanas they shall be. It is not 
enough that they should give good financial support only, 
or that they should say: ‘We have elected the School 
Board to look after these matters.” They should suppli- 
ment this by giving their strong moral support for better 
schools, backed by a real, wide-a-wake, active interest to 
make them better 

Where shall we begin? Where can we begin in the 
onward and upward movement for better schools? 

Perhaps the one thing that the war has made stand 
out most prominently as a hitherto disgraceful weakness of 
our school training, has been the poor physical condition of 


the young men who have come before the War Examining 
Boards. School officials now realize that this has been a 
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weak place, and resolve that this weakness must be eradi- 
cated. 


What can we do about it, here in Weare? It seems to 
me the very first thing we ought to do, the most important 
thing we ought to do, is to better safeguard the health of 
the children, as the first step in securing for them a better 
physical condition than their predecessors have had. 


This means school houses better lighted, better heated, 
better ventilated, more cleanly and more sanitary in every 
respect. It means doing away with the dirty, foul old 
fashioned water closets—disease breeders—and substitut- 
ing therefor the neat, clean, modern chemical toilet, con- 
nected directly with the school building. ° 

This year, this is the principal thing I want to urge 
upon you, as the School Board, as your part in the new 
program of school reconstruction. Will you not see to it 
that the school houses ot Weare, or as many of them as 
possible, this year shall be made such as to be conducive to 
good health in every respect? 


The largest number of children in any school building, 
is in the one at East Weare—about 40. The largest per- 
centage of absences on account of sickness is from that 
building. I do not hesitate to say that I believe this fact is 
due in no small degree to the decidedly unfit and unsanitary 
condition of the water closets there. You can begin none too 
soon at this school to remedy disgusting conditions. I speak 
of this school, not because it is worse than some others, but 
because so many more pupils are here exposed to unhealthy 
conditions than in any other school in town. 


I believe the citizens of Weare would give you enthu- 
siastic support if you should ask for a large appropriation 
with which to begin a campaign for better, healthier and 
more sanitary school houses. Certainly, if you ask it and 
they refuse it, they, and not you, will become responsible 
for consequent results. 


I trust that the town of Weare is alive to the present 
awakening in educational matters, and will desire to be in 
the future, as in the past, among those towns wanting the 
best for its schools.
